Fred J. Carpenter was born in the 


village of Plover, Sept. 20, 1871, and is 
therefore nearly 37 years of age. He 
attended school in that village and 
after his parents moved to Stevens 
Point he was a student in our ward and 
High schools for some years, there- 
after graduating from the University 
at Madison in the class of 1895. Since 
his graduation he has been engaged in 
the practice of law, being connected 
with F. B. Lamoreux and B. B. Park, 
and for the past two or three years has 
been the junior partner of the firm of 
Park & Carpenter. During the Span- 
ish-American war he served as first 
lieutenant in Co. I, 4th Reg., Wiscon- 
sin Volunteer 
infantry. 
He 
was 
elected three times as a member of the 
Assembly, first in 1902, again in 1904 
and the last time in 1906, being chosen 
as a Republican by large majorities 
each time. _________

ANOTHER VETERAN GONE 


Jicob Shidel, a Hero of the Civil Wir, 


Dies This Morainj—Fnnenil Fri- 


day Afternoon. 


The second veteran of the Civil war 


to pass away in this city within a week, 
died at 8:30 o'clock this morning, 
when Jacob Shidel breathed his last at 
his home, 532 Fremont street. 
Mr. 


Shidel had been in poor health for a 
year or more, among his other afflic- 
tions being a partial loss of eyesight, 
but he was able to be around the house 
and occasionally visited at the home 
of his daughter, Mrs. E. C. Ellis, until 
a week ago, since which time he had 
been confined to his bed. 
Mr. Shidel 


suffered from no particular ailment, 
his death being caused by a general 
breaking down of the system. 
Jacob Shidel was born in the town or 


Grittvil, Alsace-Lorraine, Germany, 73 
years ago the 18th of last June. 
He 


came to America when he was 21 years 
of age, locating for a short time at 
Rockaway, N. J-. and then came west 
to the town of Byron, Fond du Lac 
county. Aug. 14, 1862, he enlisted at 
Byron in Co. F, 21st Wis. Reg., and 
served until the close of the war, a 
period of over three years. 
In the 
battle of Resacca, Ga., Mr. Shidel was 
shot through the hand and for several 
weeks was in a southern hospital. He 
was later transferee! to Madison and

fancy butter, etc., Benham's oyster 
cocktails are a specialty from October 
to April. The plant, which was the 
subject of a half column article in a 
recent issue of the Fresno Herald, is 
said to be the most modern west of 
Denver. It has its own ice machine, 
and sixty-five cakes of ice, each weigh- 
ing sixty pounds, are turned out every 
day.

The plant has its own 
deep water well operated by electricity 
—in fact, the whole plant is electrically 
run. 
Something novel is the manu- 


facture of ice cream cones in modern 
ovens that have a capacity of eighteen 
conea a minute, these being packed in 
wax paper.

The ringing 
voice of the orator and the emphasis 
of his gestures stirred the listening 
thousands to frequent demonstrations 
of enthusiastic approval. 


At 2:30 o'clock the platform com- 


mittee was not yet prepared to report, 
and the convention took a recess until 
evening, so that all remaining differ- 
ences of detail on the platform could 
be reconciled and the document be 
ready for adoption and the presidential 
nomination be reached before the ad- 
journment of the night session.

The delegates sprang up, the galleries 
followed suit, and the demonstration 
was under way in a manner that prom- 
ised to rival Wednesday's exhibition 
of enthusiasm. 


A few moments after the cheering

Bryan was lowered from behind a 
monster American shield which had 
reposed over the chairman's desk ever 
since the convention began. The ap- 
pearance of the picture' raised the 
pitch of the outburst, and the enthu- 
siasm was still instence when the con- 
vention adjourned until 1 o'clock Fri- 
day afternoon.

Sketch of Kern's Career. 


John Worth Kern was born in How- 


ard county, Indiana, December 20, 
1849. 
He graduated from the Univer- 


sity of Michigan in 1869 at the age of 
20 years, with the degree of doc- 
tor of laws. His first ofiicial position 
•which brought him into the public 
eye was when fulfilling his duties as 
a reporter of the supreme court of 
Indiana, which office he held from 1885 
to 1889. For four yeafs—1892 to 1896 
—he was a state senator. He became 
city attorney of Indianapolis in 1897, 
and held that office for four years. 
A year before he gave up the office 
he fan for the gubernatorial chair in 
Indiana, and was beaten. Four yeart 
I%t^-*a^l904—he also tried for the 
governorship on the Democratic ticket, 
and was again defeated.

Denver, Col.—The platform of the 


Democratic^ party, as adopted by a 
unanimous vote of the convention, is 
as follows: 


Preamble. 


We, the representatives of the Democ- 
racy of the united States in national con- 
vention assembled, reaffirm our belief in, 
and pledge our loyalty to, the principles 
of the party. 
We rejoice at the increasing signs of an 
awakening- throughout the country. The 
various investigations have traced graft 
and political corruption to the represen- 
tatives of predatgry wealth, and., laid bare 
the unscrupulous methods by which they 
have debauched elections and preyed 
upon a defenseless public through the 
subservient officials whom they have 
raised to .place and power. 
The conscience of the nation is now 
aroused to free the government from the 
grip of those who have made if a busi- 
ness asset of the favor-seeking corpora- 
tions; it must become again a people's 
government, and be administered in all 
Its departments according to the Jeffer- 
sonian maxim of "equal rights to all 
and special privileges to none." 


OsHceholden. 


Coincident with the enormous Increase 
In expeditures is a like addition to. the 
number of officeholders. During the^last 
year 23,784 were added, costing fl6.la6.000 
and in the last six years of the Repub- 
lican administration the total number 
of new offices created, aside from many 
commissions, has been 99,319. entailing 
an additional expenditure of nearly |70.- 
000,000, as against only 10,279 new offices 
created under the Cleveland and McKln- 
ley administrations, which involved an 
expenditure of only 16,000.000. 
We de- 
nounce this great and growing increase 
In the number of officeholders as not only 
unnecessary and wasteful, but also as 
clearly indicating a deliberate purpose on 
the part of -the administration to keep 
the Republican party in power at public 
edii-nse by thus increasing the number 
M its retainers and dependents. 
Such 
procedure we declare to be no less "dan- 
gerous and corrupt than the open pur- 
chase of votes at the polls. 


The Republican congress in the session 
Just 
ended has made 
appropriations 
amounting to H.008,000,008. exceeding the 
total expenditures of the past fiscal year 
by $90.000,000. and leaving a -deficit of more 
than $60.000.000 for the fiscal year. We 
denounce the needless -waste of the peo- 
ple's money which has resulted in this 
appalling increase as a shameful viola- 
tion of all prudent conditions of .govern- 
ment as no less than a crime against the 
millions of workingmen and women from 
•whose earnings the great proportion of 
these- collossal sums must be extorted 
through excessive tariff exactions and 
other indirect methods. It is not surpris- 
ing that, in the fac« of this shocking. 
record, the Republican platform contains 
no reference to economical administra- 
tion or promise thereof In the future. We 
demand tbat a stop be put to this fright- 
ful extravagance and Insist upon 
the 
strictest economy in every department 
compatible with frugal and efficient ad- 
ministration.

The house of representatives was de- 
signed by the fathers of the constitution 
to be the popular branch of our govern- 
ment, responsive to the public will. 
The house of representatives, as con- 
trolled In recent years by the Republican 
party, has ceased to be a deliberative and 
legislative body, responsive to the will 
ot a majority of it* members, but has 
come under the absolute domination of 
de speaker, who has entire control of It* 
deliberations and powryu of legislation. 
We have observed wiih amazement tne 
Txjpular branch of our federal govern- 
ment helpless to obtain cither the consid- 
eration or enactment of measures desired 
bv a majority of its members.

Believing, with Jefferson,

A private monopoly ts Indefensible 
and intolerable.

ted States. Among the additional rem- 
edies we specify three* First, a law

of the burdens of the federal govern- 
ment. 
Labor and Injunctions. 


The courts of justice are the bulwark 
of our liberties, and we yield to none in 
pur purpose to maintain their dignity. 
-Our party has given to the bench a long 
line of distinguished Judges, who • have 
added to the respect and confidence In 
which this department must be jealously 
maintained, 
we resent the at.tempt of 
the Republican party to raise false is- 
sues respecting the judiciary. It is an 
unjust reflection upon a great body or 
our citizens to assume that they lack 
respect for the courts. It is the function 
of the courts to interpret 
the 
laws 
which the people create, and If the laws 
appear to work economic, social JOT po- 
litical injustice It Is our duty to change 
them. The only basis upon which, tne 
integrity of our courts can stand is that 
of unswerving Justice and protection or 
life, personal liberty and property. 
If 
judicial processes may be abused we 
should guard against abuse. 
Experience has proven tfie necessity or 
a modification of the present law relating 
to injunctions, and 
we reiterate 
- the 
pledge of our national platforms of 1896 
and 1904 in favor of the measure "which 
passed the United States senate In 1896, 
but which a Republican congress has 
ever since refused to enact, .relating to 
contempts in federal courts and provid- 
ing for trial by jury in cases of Indirect 
contempt. Questions of judicial practice 
have arisen especially in connection with 
industrial disputes. We deem that par- 
ties to all judicial proceedings should be 
treated with rigid impartiality and that 
injunctions should not be issued in any 
case In which injunctions would not Issue 
if no industrial dispute were involved. 
The expanding organization of Industry 
makes it essential that there should be no 
abridgment of the right of wage-earners 
and producers to organize for the pro- 
tection of wages and the improvement 
of labor conditions to the end that such 
labor organizations and their member^ 
should not be regarded as illegal com- 
binations in restraint of trade.

Merchant Marine. 


We believe in the upbuilding of the 
American and merchant marine with- 
out new or additional burdens upon the 
people and without bounties from the 
public treasury.Tne Nn-ry. 


The constitutional provision that a 
navy shall be provided and maintained 
means an adequate navy, and we be- 
lieve that the interests of this country 
woulobe best served by having a navy 
sufficient to defend the coasts of this 
country "and protect American citizens 
wherever their rights may be in 
Jeopardy. 
Protection of American CltUens. 
We pledge ourselves to Insist upon 
the just and lawful protection of our 
citizens at home and abroad and to use 
all proper methods to secure for them. 
whether native born or naturalized, 
and without distinction of

creed, the equal protection of law and 
the enjoyment of all rights and priv- 
ileges open to them under our treaty; 
and If. under existing treaties, the 
right of travel and sojourn Is denied to

Civil Service. 


The laws pertaining to the civil serv- 
ice should be honestly and rigidly en- 
forced, to the end that merit and abili- 
ty shall be the standard of appointment

and because It tends to relieve the 
country of the necessity of maintaining 
a large standing army.
